Showers afforded only brief 
respite, as the general weather 
forecast for the midwest was for 
fair weather and moderate tem­ 
peratures Friday . 
R. A. Trov atten, Minnesota 
commisisoner

dairy and food, asserted that the 


statement of Secretary Wallace 
that abnormal weather condi­ 
tions may hav e a sev ere effect 
on 1934 wheat production is “ an 
admission of failure on the part 
of the AAA.” 
The weather bureau offices at 
Springfield, 111., and Des Moines, 
la., issued pessimistic crop re­ 
ports. 
The Illinois report pointed out 
that while half the normal corn 
acreage was planted, the soil was 
in many instances too dry for 
seed to germinate, and 
that 
meadows and pasture lands were 
dry ing up. 
The Iowa report stated that 
pastures and hay for feed had 
been sev erely injured. 
Chicago dairy men said a milk 
shortage may dev elop in July , al­ 
though there was no danger at 
present of a famine. They de­ 
clared feed costs were mounting 
and that pastures were entirely 
inadequate. 
Howev er, the drought condi­ 
tion had little effect upon the 
market y esterday . The trade at­ 
tributed lower prices to be large­ 
ly the result of a weakened tech­ 
nical position, due to a bulge of 
about 9 cents in wheat and more 
than 5 cents in oats in less than 
a week. 
The market took a 
bearish tone near the close, 
heartened by reports of rain 
showers in western Canada. 
The final reports of the world 
wheat adv isory c om m i s s i on 
which met recently in Rome es­ 
timated that world stocks of 
wheat on August 1 this y ear, 
would be the largest on record, 
about 1,140,000,000 bushels.
